NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Edward Thomas, 
son of Gen. Samuel Thomas, whose auto- 
mobile, the White Ghost, killed little Hen- 
ry Theis last Wednesday, has been ex- 
onerated by Coroner Scholer’s jury.

“LIBRARY BILL 


—— 


MEASURE CONSIDERED BY COUN- 
CIL’S MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


At 2:30 o'clock’ Tuesday afternoon there 
will be a public hearing before the Coun- 
cil committee on municipal affairs on the 
bill to reconvert the site of the Exposition 
building Into a public park. 

The bill, which was introduced two weeks 
ago by Councilman Horton at the request 
of those interested in establishing the new 
public library where the Exposition bulld- 
ing now stands, has since been referred to 
the committee on municipal affairs for con- 


sideration. The committee has received 
numerous requests for information concern- 
ing the measure and also many suggestions 
as to what their action upon it should be. 

In view cf these circumstances and, in- 
cidentally, at the special request of Gen- 
eral Manager Atkinson of the Exposition 
Association, Committeemen Richards, New- 
ell and Gibson decided to-hold the public 
hearing. 

It is expected that Mr. Atkinson and the 
exposition stockholders who are opposed 
to the bill will be present and offer argu- 
ments against the measure. It is aiso 
probable that F. W. Lehmann of the public 
library board, Librarian F. M. Crunden and 
the other sponsors of the new library pro- 
ject wili speak in support of the measure. 

The fight for the control of the Exposi- 
tion site has been waged vigorously ever 
since the library board decided upon it as 
the proper location for the new_ library 
for which Andrew Carnegie has offered to 
give $1,000,000. 

One faction of the stockholders is willing 
that the library be built where the Ex- 
position now stands, while the other, head- 
ed by Manager Atkinson, is opposed to it. 

Gov. E. O. Standard, trustee for a num- 
ber of the stockholders, has announced 
that in the near futre he will sell the Ex- 
position building at forecloseure sale, tne 
association having defaulted in the in ercst 
on its bonds. 

Friends of the new library project will at- 
tempt to bid in the buiiding at the sale. 
The Exposition stockholders and officem 
will also attempt to purchase the building, 
it is eaid. 

If the library contingent is successful, 
the opposition may seek to throw other le- 
gal obstacles in their way in addition to 
their efforts to defeat the ordinance now 
before the Council.

Evidence Shows Norah Fuller 
Was Choked to Death. 


MYSTERY IS STILL UNSOLVED 


MAN, WITH AN ALIAS, FIGURES 
IN THE CASE. 


Police of San Francisco Look Vainly 
For Him Now, Though He 
Was Much in Evidence 
Before the Crime. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—As the in- 
vestigation of the police into the cause 
of the death of Hieanor Fuller, whose body 
was found in a deserted house at 2211 Sutter 
street, progresses it has become evident 
that the girl was murdered by being 
choked. % 

The finger marks on the throat leave no 
question in the minds of the autopsy phy- 
siclan as to this fact, which is further 
supported by condition of the blood and 
respiratory organs that will bear no other 
interpretation. 

The description of the man John Ben- 


nett, alias C. B. Hawkins, allas Mr. Scott, 
which have been obtained and the finding 
of a copy of a Denver paper in the room 
in which the body lay, has raised the suspi- 
cion that the murderer of Eleanor Fuller 
may be the Jack the Strangler who terror- 
ized the Colorado capital a little while ago. 

The Fuller rl, in the opinion of the 
officers, was the victim of the murderous 
lust of the man, whoever he was, who en- 
ticed her to the deserted house. 

Eleanor Fuller disappeared from her < 
rents’ home on the evening of Jan, 11. The 
case resembles in many essential particu- 
lars that of Blanche Lamont, for the mur- 
der of whom Theodore Durrant suffered the 
extreme penalty of the law several years 


ago. 

Suspicion of the police has fallen upon C. 
B. Hawkins, alias John Bennett. 

The facts are that a month ago Hawkins 
rented the house in which the girl’s body 
was found, paying a month's rent in ad- 
vance and telling the agent that he must 
have Immediate possession, as he was 
obli to leave the rooms in which he then 
resided at once. ’ 

On Friday morning, Jan. 10, an advertise- 
ment was printed in a morning paper ask- 
ing for a young gi to take care of a baby. 
It was answered by Mrs. Fuller on behalf 
of her daughter, Nora, and on Saturday 
afternoon a note was received signed John 
Bennett, asking the girl to meet him at 
the Popular Restaurant, 35 Geary street. 
That afternoon at 5:30 o’clock Nora Fuller 
left her home to meet Bennett. She was 
not seen after that hour by any of her 
relatives until her body was found as re- 
lated above. 


She Had Been 
Dead Ten Days. 

When found the girl’s body lay entirely 
nude on a bed 1n the large chamber, which 
was unfurnished except for the bed and a 
chair. The victim of the murderer's plot 


had apparently been dead at least ten days. 
Nothing remained in the house to indi- 
cate the means used to take he girl's life. 
and yet the posture of the body and its 
condition an the disorder of the room 
poe unmistakably to murder and not to 
suicide. 

Who the brutish fiend was who d'd the 
deed, how he accomplished his purpose and 
what his motive are stil] but matters of 
conjecture, and those who seek to unravel 
the mystery are at once confronted with 
the question of the identity of Bennett, to 
whom Nora Fuller went to accept a posi- 
tion to care for a child.

NEW HAVEN; Conn., Feb. 18.—Prof. A. 
Hyatt Verrill’s new discovery in color pho- 
tography will, he believes, when perfected, 
revolutionize photography. He hopes in 
a short time to perfect it so it can be 
used in reproducing the natural nesh tints 
and the color of the eyes and hair. 

‘“T have worked five years to accom- 
plish this,’ said Prof. Verrill to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today. “The first re- 
sult of my labor was the production by 
photo-chemical process of pictures in two 
colors. Since then I have succeeded in re- 
producing all the colors, with the exception 
of bright red, and this I hope to accom- 
plish soon. 

‘Heretofore the best thing that has been 
produced in colors is the three-color half- 
tone. This is a mechanical process, and, in 
it, the colors are bound to be exaggerated. 
With my process the most delicate tints 
are faithfully reproduced by strictly chem- 
ical action and the blending of the shades 
is almost perfect. 

“My process cannot be pateated for the 
reason that much of it is al‘eady in com- 
mon use. I intend, therefyvre, to keep it 
a secret. 

‘Like the three-color half-tone process, it 
requires the production of three photo- 
graphic negatives from spectally prepared 
plates. The negatives must pe precisely 
alike in development, fecus an other 
points. The exposure {mn most cases re- 
quires at present at least half an hour, s0 
that for portraits it is not yet available, 
but I hope to eee | reduce the time. 
For landscapes, on a still day, or for copy- 
ing paintings or geological or other speci- 
mens, it is all that could be desired now. 

‘The process is all in the printing. Ex- 
tra heavy paper is necesary to stand the 
strain of manipulation, which occup es 
about an hour, during which time the print 
is almost weegaes cote | immersed in  solu- 
tion | have already kept some of the 
prints for as long as three months and I 
see no reason why they should not keep 
indefinitely. I feel sure that the pictures 
can be produced at a small cost.” 

In a short time Prof. Verril) will exhibit 
a set of his color photos. At present al! 
that he has made are in posession of his 
father, Prof. A. E. Verrill of Yale and 
members of the Connecticut Academy of 
Science.

We must 
not sell our birthright for a mess of pot- 
tage. Let us not give the Americans all 
we possess.”’

On its surface near the 
center of the river shanties have been coh- 
structed from which refreshments are soid 
to wayfarers from the rocky shores. A 
photograph gallery has been erected at 
midstream, and it is possible to have a 
tintype taken with the real thing in the 
way of the falls as a background. 


Ice Comes 

From Lake Erie. 

The ice that builds these bridges forms 
up in Lake Erie and is swept down the 


lake by wind and current until the en- 
trance of the Niagara river captures it. 
foilows the river channel down to the fails, 
over which it drops to the gorge. In pass- 
ing through the upper rapids the ice is 
churned and tossed until broken up into 
very small pleces. In this condition this 
mountain of ice reaches the lower river. 
The entire river from the falls to the lake 
is whitened by it. and below the falls the 
ice sheet extends very often as far down as 
Lake Ontario, with scarcely any open water 
to be seen, Even the mighty whir.pool has 
its surfave covered, and frequently it pies 
up there in fantastic shapes. 

Whea this flow is on ali the eddies below 
the falls become jammed full of ice and

center of the stream. In time the ice comes 
over the falls in such tremendous quan- 
tities that the channel left open is not suf- 
fictently large tc carry the huge mass 
dow natream. i is then that the jam takes 
pres and becomes a solid, immovable 
ridge. 


Bright, Silvery 
Mountains of Ice. 

Frequentiy the early formation ie com- 
paratively smooth, but later the force of 
the water and ice still plunging over the 
precipice is such that the ice is unheaved, 
and then the bridge becomes.-a alivery 
mountain. At such times the water is us- 
ually very high, and when the river recedes 
the ice settles back and great long and deep 
crevasses open up about its suriace. Look- 
ing dewn into these it la possibile to get a 
good idea of the thickness of the ice bridge, 
which often reaghes from 8 to 100 feet, @ 
fact that le easy to understand by the scene 
portrayed in the eae illustration.

“FREEDOM OF CONTRACT.” 


To the capitalist corporation the wage 

contract is simply a question of so many 
dollars to be paid, writes Sidney Webb in 
the International Monthly for F.bruary. To 
the workmen it is a matter of placing for 
10 or 12 hours out of every 24, his whole life 
at the disposal of his hirer. What 
hours he shall work, when and where he 
shall get his food, the san‘tary conditions 
of his employment, the safety of the ma- 
chinery, the temperature and atmosphere 
to which he is subjected, the fat gue or 
strains that he endures, tne risks of disease 
or accident that he incurs. all these are in- 
volved in the workman's contract, and not 
ir his employer's. These are matters of as 
vital importance to the wage earner as are 
his wages. Yet about thise matrers he 
cannot, in practice, bargain at all. Imagine 
a weaver, before accepting employment in a 
Massachusetts cotton mill. exm'ning the 
proportion of steam in the atmosphere of 
the shed, testing the strength of the shuttle 
guards and criticising the soundness of the 
shafting belts; a Pittsburg mechanic pry ng 
into the security of the Retots and cranes 
or the safety of the lathes and steam ham- 
mers, among which he must move: a work 
girl in a Chicago sweatshop computing the 
cubic space which will be her share of the 
workroom, discussing the ventilation, 
warmth and lighting of the place in which 
she will spend nearly all her working Jife, 
or examining disapprovingly the sanitary 
accommodation provided; think of the ‘man 
who wants a job In a New Jersey white 
lead works testing the poisonous influence 
of the particular process employed and 
reckoning in terms of dollars and cents the 
exa~t degree of injury to his health 
whieh he is consenting to undergo. On al! 
tliese matters, at any rate, we must at once 
Five up the notion of freedom of contract.

Supplant Krag-Jorgensen. 


IS SAID TO BE BEST WEAPON

DIRECT RANGE IS 3000 YARDS 
AND ANGLE 4500. 


On Account of Its Greatly Increased 
Velocity, New Bullet of Cupro- 
Nickel Has Been In- 
vented For It. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—No longer are 
the American soldiers to carry rifies de- 
signed by foreigners. 

The edict has gone forth from the war 
department that the Krag-Jorgensen rifle 
is to be discarded and the Springfield rifie 


of the make of 1901 is to take its place. 

The new rifle is said to exceed all others 
in range, energy and penetrating power, 
and at high-angle firing its bullets will be 
effective, it is estimated, at 4600 yards. 

The famous Mauser rifie of the Boers is 
credited with having killed British soldiers 
at 3700 yards. Lieutenant-Colonel Connyn- 
ham of the Gordon Highlanders was killed 
at 3500 yards and there are many well- 
known cases of English officers and men 
falling at from 3000 to 3200 yards. 

The new American rifie is the product of 
the skill and ingenuity of the government 
officers at the ringfield arsenal. It may 
be said to be a develo Krag-Jorgensen, 
inasmuch as many of the essential features 
of the Krag weapon are retained, while im- 
ortant improvements have been added. 

he muzzle velocity of the bullet has been 
increased from to 2800 feet a second. 
This is enormous velocity for a ball from a 
thirty caliber gun. 

The old breech-loading Springfield yields 
a muzzle velocity of about 1280 feet a sec- 
ond. The Mauser on a caliber of seven milli- 
meters, or less than .30 inch, affords a ve- 
locity of about 2200 foot-seconds. The new 
American gun has a heavier ball than the 
Mauser, moving at greater muzzle speed, 
and the result is, naturally, greater striking 
energy for the United States bullet. Even 
if the Mauser ball possessed initial velocity 
equal to the American the latter, owing to 
the greater weight, would, as the distance 
increased, greatly preponderate in smash- 
ing and penetrating power. 

he side box of the Krag will be aban- 
doned. Gen. Crozier, chief of ordnance, at- 
tributes all the erratic shooting of the pres- 
ent gun to this attachment. The piece is 
not evenly balanced, and Gen. Crozier 
thinks that the muzzle is deflected to the 
left at the instant of firing by reason of the 
side box. In guns with hthanded riflin 
the drift or deflection of the bullet shoul 
be to the right, but in the case of the 
Krag-Jorgensen a drift to the right is not 
noticeable until 1000 yards have been trav- 
ersed, by which time the effect of the muz- 
zie deflection has been overcome. 


Different Magazine 


Is Planned. 

In the new gun the feed will be from 4 
magazine, centrally located, and the five 
eartridges will be charged in one motion. 
Noi only will the piece be perfectly balanced, 
but the loading will be much more rapid 
than is now the case. 

Cartridges with cannelured heads will be 
used. Instead of a rim at the base of the 
cartridge case a narrow trough or gutter 
te cut around the entire circumference.

Nickel has served sat- 
sant agg a A up to 2000 foot-seconds veloci y 
but at higher velocities decided tendenci:s 
to strip off are manifested. This fact has 
led to the adoption of a stili tougher and 
more cohesive jacket made of cupro nickel.

IN GOOD WORKING ORDER. 


_—— ———- 


SATISFACTORY TEST MADE IN 
THE LAST TWO YEARS. 


Ten Years Have Been Devoted to the 
Perfection of the Plans for the 
Great Scheme. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPIIIA, Feb. 18.—The pension 
departinent of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co. nas been in operation for two years. In 
that time $536,310.17 has been paid to 1574 
retired employes. The system, despite its 
complicatiuns, works well, and thus far no 
fault with it has been found either by the 
corporation that sustains ft or by the army 


of 80,000 men whom it affects. 

The company, not the men, conducts the 
pension department. 

The pensioners are (1) every employe who 
has reached the age of 70 years, and (2) 
every employe between the ages of 6 a~ ” 
69 who has been for at least 30 years ® 
the company's service and who is now in- 
capacitated for further work. The pension 
is: For each year of service 1 per cent of 
the average regular monthly pay for the 
10 vears preceding retirement. 

An example will make clearer, perhaps, 
the adjustment of the pension. John Jones, 
a clerk, has worked in the company’s of- 
fices for 40 years, from the ages of 30 to the 
age of 70, and for the last 10 years of his 
service his salary has been $150 a month. On 
his retirement, then, he gets ‘‘for each year 
of service 1 per cent of the average regular 
monthly pay for the 10 years preceding his 
retirement’’—that is to say. 1 per cent of 
$150 (the average pay), multiplied by 40 (the 
number of years of his service), or $60 a 
month. Some of the pensioners get a good 
deal more than $60, some get a good deal 
less. The average monthly rate is $27. 


Twelve Years 
in Planning. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad Co. spent 12 
years in forming and perfecting the pension 


System that it pat in operation in 1900. Max 
Riebenack, assistant comptroller of the or- 
ganization, studied thoroughly the 70 or 90 
Systems that were in use fr Australia. EKu- 
rope, Asia, Africa and America. He took an 
idea from this source, another from tha‘ 
and a third from his own head. Eventually 
the present regulations were drawn up 
and so carefully had they been prepared 
that practically no change has been neces- 
Sary in them during the two years of their 
cperation. They required the preparation 
of an immense amount of | stastics, and 
these statistics have, so far, worked well. 
The number of pensioners and the sums 
paid out have been just about what it was 
calculated that they would be. The com- 
reg has appropriated each year $300,000 for 
ts pensioners, and each year the nsions 
have kept by a few thousands of dollars 
within that amcunt. 

No employe pays a cent, either in the 
way of dues or in any other way to the 
pension fund. The company séts aside the 
money for this fund, just as it seas aside 
the money for its heat and light. Ana the 
rules of the wae department bear with 
equal inflexibility upon President A. J. Cas- 
sett and upon Gateman Tommy O'Toole. 
Each of these men, when he reaches the 
age of 70 vears, must retire. Indeed, of the 
executive officers of the company, only. two 
have longer than ten years of service 
ahead of them. 


Eighty Thousand 
Men Interested. 
The pension department embraces the 
80,000 men of the Pennsylvan‘a Railroad Co., 


the Northern Central Railway Co.,. the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington & Baltimore 

ilroad Co., the West Jersey & Seashore 
Railroad Co:, and the Philadelphia & Cam- 
den Ferry Co. The offices are Charles E. 
Pugh, chairman; John P. Green, 8S. M. Pre- 
vost, Samuel Rea, J. B. Hutchinson and 
Max Riebenack, secretary. The main regu- 
lations are as follows: 

The pensions department is a department 
créated for the purpose of enforcing the 
action of the board of directors requiring 
that all officers and employes of the sev- 
eral companies who have attained the age 
of 70 years shall be relieved from the ser- 
vice; and also such officers and employes 
65 to 39 years of age inclusive, who shall 
have been 30 or more years in the service 
of the several companies and shall have 
become physically disqualified, and for 
making payment to such employes of such 
pension allowances as may be authorized 
from time to time. 

In relieving employes who shall have 
attained the age of 70 years, their retire- 
ment shall be made effective from the first 
day of the calendar month following that 
in which they shall have a@ained that age. 

“In case any employe 6 to 69 years of 
age, inclusive, 30 or more years in the ser- 
vice, claims that he is, or should his em- 
pleying officers consider him, physicaliy 
disqualified for further service, he may 
make application or be recommended for 
retirement on the proper biank, and the 
beard of officers shall decide whether or 
not he shall be relieved from the service. _ 

“A physical examination by a board ol 
three physicians, appointed by the chair- 
man oF the board of officers, shall be made 
of emp.oyes recommended for retirement 
who are less than 70 years of age. 

“The pension allowances auchorized by 
the boards of directors to be paid monthly 
are upon the following basis: For each year 
of service cne per centum of the average 
oe monthly pay, for the ten years pre- 
ceding retirement.” 

Of the 1574 men retired during the two 
years that ended last December, 217 are 
now dead. Of the total number, 248 were 
of the 6 to 70-year class, and of these 248 
requests for retirement 186 originated with 
the men themselves. In order to keep down 
the other—the 70-year—class, the company 
does not now, except in special cases, take 
into its employ men past 35 years of age. 


Pensioners 
Well Content. 

The pensioners, naturally, are weil con- 
tent. They are paid by check each month. 
The officers of the pension department see 
to it that they are comfortable and that 
they want for nothing. They are of al! 


sorts and conditions, from high officia.s 
down to car cleaners, 

A man of 71, who has been an account- 
ant for over #0 years with the company, 
lives now, pensioned, in West Philade.phia 
with his daughter. He said yesterday that 
he did not need the money, having sav.d 
enough to keep him comfortab.y alter his 
retirement, but-that the company insisted 
that he take his pension, and therefore he 
did so helping to pay his grandsons way 
through college with it. 

There is in Germantowr an aged fireman 
whose comfortable pension supporis him 
and his old wife. He never saved a cent. 
“If it wasn't for the pension I'd be nigh.- 
watchin’ or doin’ some such cheap work as 
an old decrepit man like me is fit for, 
he said. *‘The company's behavin' like fa- 
ae oy om mother-to me, now I'm old and no 
g00d.”’ ' 

To President A. J. Cassatt the credit is 
given tor the establishment of the pension 
department in 199, and Max Riebenback, 
controller of the Pennsylvania Railroad Co., 
gets the credit for the drawing up of the 
regulations and for the forming of the &ys- 
tem generally.

DUE TO EUROPE’S DIMINISHED 
PURCHASING POWER. 


Then, Too, the Old Countries Are Us- 
ing New Processes and Our Mod- 
els of Improved Machin- 
ery Have B: en In- 
troduced. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The important 
document entitled “Review of the foreign 
commerce of the United States in 1i,”’ 
showing the pace at which this country 
ran during the last calendar year in the 
great race for supremacy in trade in the 
world’s markets, has been made public by 
¥rederic Emery, chief of the bureau of for- 
eign commerce of the state department. 

It is stated that the commercial report 
of our dipiomatic and consular officers last 
year record continued growth in the sales 
of many lines of manufacture from the 
United States in foreign markets and the 
increase of the generai concern throughout 
Europe as to the ssibie results of oul 
industrial competition. 

Although the figures of our exports com- 
piled by the treasu department show a 
considerable falling off in the total value of 
manufactured goods sent abroad, it 1s 
stated there seems to be a steady and un- 
interrupted spread in the popu.arity of 
what may be termed “American novelties, ° 
all over Europe. By the word “novelties 

are meart not only labor saving impie- 
ments and machinery which are strange to 
most Europeans, but a great variety of 
articles of merchandise, ast of which pos- 
sess distinguished points of excellence and 
relative cheapness, new to Europe, which 
commend them to purchasers there in pret- 
erence to similar articles of home manuiac- 
ture. In other words, while the aggregate 
of our exports of manufactured goods nas 
shrunk, the variety of our sales in Europe 
is being extended and the territory upon 
which anon are encroaching is being con- 
stantly enlarged. 


Striking Examples. 

A striking example of this is in Austria- 
Hungary, where imports from the United 
States are increasing rapidly, That coun- 
try originated the idea of an European 
combination againet America in trade and 
there the hostility of the industrial classes 
is most pronounced.

FOUR HUNDRED PATIENTS TAK- 
EN OUT AT BATTLE CREEK. 


ONLY TWO WERE INJURED. 


One Woman and a Girl Became 
. Frightened and Leaped Out a 
Third-Story Window. 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Feéb. 18.—The 
great Kellogg sanitarium was entirely de- 
stroyed by fire early today. Four hundred 
patients were taken out safely. 

But two accidents occurred during the re- 
moval of the 400 patients. One woman and 
a girl, names unknown, became frightened 
and jum ed from third-story windows. Both 


have broken legs. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. The main bullding which has 
been tt ‘ae was 312 by 100 feet and six 
Stories hig 

As soon as ‘the fire was discovered, watch- 
men ran through the corridors arousing the 
sleeping patients on each of the six floors. 
Many of them were unable to help them- 
selves and were carried to places of safety 
by the nurses. The corridors filled with 
smoke very rapidly and about half of the 
inmates of the bui'ding were forced to 
come duwn the fire escape. 

The sanitarium stood on a hill and the 
Water pressure was iow, therefore, the 
water supply was insufficient. Both the 
main building and the hospital are now in 
ruins. It is almost miraculous that none 
of the: patients lost their lives. The loss 
will be about $300,000, according to latest 
estimates. 


TIRED OF CRANK PASSENGERS 


In Desperation This Street Car Con- 
ductor Resigned and Went 
and Got Rich. 


TOLEDO, -O., Feb. 18.—Harrison Smith 
came here four years ago from Kansas 
and became a conductor on the street cars. 
He was a fine-looking man, but was averse 
to making friends. 

He put in a year at street car work, but 
it was evident that he did not like it. He 
was independent, and could not stand 
snubs from passengers or the company 
officers. Smith made a confidant of Theo- 
dore Abbott, another street car man, and 
one morning the latter found a note from 
Smith awaiting- him at the car barns, in 
which Smith seid: 

“I'm going to Ajiaska. If I win, well and 
good; if I fail, you or anybody else in the 
States will never see me again.”’
